Jarsu Corper Sprines.—The copper springs in the | 


County of Wicklow, in Ireland, owed the discovery 
of their valuable quality to the following cireum- 
aance. About the middle of the eighteenth century, 
when the opening of the rich mines of Brone-Bawn 
had compensated the loss of the more ancient work- 
mgs of Ballymurtagh, a workman happened to leave 
an iron shovel in one of the levelsfrom the former 
mme, by which issued a copious stream strongly 
impregnated with copper ; on taking out the imple- 
mentsome weeks after, jt was found so completely 
jnoerusted, that it was at first thought to be converted 
into eopper. This accident suggested the advantage 
ef Jaying bars of iron in tie streams, by means of 
which the copper in the water was precipitated upon 
the tron, which became corroded by the process, and 
fell to the bottom as a reddish mud, and which, on 
being taken out and dried, appeared a sort of dust 
of the same color, in which state it was ready for 
smelting. About 500 tons of iron were laid at one 
tirne in these pits ; in about twelve months the bars 
became dissolved: one ton of iron yielding aton and 
a half, and sometimes two tons, of the metalliferous 
precipitate, and each ton of the latter producing 16 
awi.ot pure copper. It isa knowledge of this af- 
finty between the two metals that has furnished the 
miners with avery simple but almost infallible method 
of aseertaining whether an ore contains copper. 
Vhey drop a Jittle nitric acid upon the mass, and after 
2 while dip a feather into the acid and draw it over 
the polished blade of a knife ; and if there be the 
smallest quantity of copper present, it will be per- 
eipitated on the steel.—Lardner’s Gyclopedia. 


Envetion or Mr. Vesvvivs.—The following letter 
ef the Ist inst., from Napies, gives further particulars 
of the eruption of Vusuvius:—‘* Mount Vesuvius 
bas been for several days in astate of great activity 
agnin, and last night it exhibited some of the most 
brilliant phenomena ever witnessed, the crater send- 
mg forth the finest eruptions seen for many years, 
which, rising in succession one after the other, gave 
the idea ofimmense rockets. The quantity of ignited 
stones thrown up from the mountain exceeded that of 
the eruption in May last. Dr. Foster who has been 
here making accurate observations on this splendid 
phenomenon, assures us that it affected the thermom- 
eter several degrees at a distance of three or four 
miles. He found the average temperature during 
the nightto exceed 78 degrees of Fahrenheit, and ob- 
served that at midnight the mercury stood at $2 de- 
zrees, the wind being E. N. E. The smoke fills the 
bay at times, but the most remarkable circumstance 
#% the cumulous cloud perpetually seen above the 
smoke. Dr. Foster thinks he has discovered, by his- 
terical researches, thatthe largest eruptions of this 
mountain, as wellasof Etna, have preceded the ap- 
proach of large comets tothe sun ; and if so, the cir- 
cumstance that Halley’s comet is expected towards 
the close of the year, would induce us to expect a 
stil! more magnificent spectacle, as the intensity of 
the yoleanic action increases.”— English paper. 

Revoxr or rue Orcan Lorr.—Great disturbance 
was created at Gosberton church on Sunday last by 
the singers refusing to adopt the psalms selected by 
the minister, as has been customary. The reverend 
gentlemen having been from home fora few weeks, 
they got into a method of selecting psalms to suit 
themselves, but on his resuming his cuties in the 
eburch, he appointed psalms suitable to his sermon, 
he. These they refused to sing, and actually be- 
gap one of their own selecting, although the minis. 
ter called to them from the pulpit, remonstrating 
with them on the impropriety of their conduct, and 
desiring them to desist, and sing such as he thought 
proper, or none. They kept on with their own se- 
lection, until the minister and churchwarden enter- 
ed the gallery; and after his reverence had talked to 
them for some time, and threatened them, they left 
the church, with an avowed determination of never 
entering the gallery again till they are allowed to 
sing what they please. During this scene of con- 
tention, several of the most respectable inhabitants 
left their seats. —Stamford Mercury.
